ABM outlay was “just a , 
camel’s nose under the 
tent.” 

Senate Minority W hip 
Robert P. Griffin (R-Mich.) 
also was hesitant about the 
budget’s ABM request. “I: 
am inclined to give the ; 
President the benefit of the 
doubt, but I am also waiting 
-for the justification,” he 
.said. . ! 

Overall, however, Griffin 
said he was “gratified” to ; 
find the President had ‘ kept 
his pledge for a balanced 
budget” and reordered 
priorities from defense 
spending to human re- 
sources. , - 

V Griffin said that only 37 
per cent of the new budget 
' was for defense, while 41 
^ per cent would be for 
- human resources. In 19G1, 
he recalled, it was 48 per 
1 cent for defense and only 30 
per cent for human re- 
, sources.
